The lufatuated Fiddlers. 



It is said of Nero that he indulged in 
a solo upon the fiddlo (not tho Scotch 
fiddle, it is to bo presumed) while Homo 
Was in flames I The conduct was us re~ 
markable as it appeared illtimod. Was 
it the rosult of heartless indifference, or 
of mere nervousness ? Loaving tho 
quoation for dehating-schools to eottlo, 
we invite tho attention of our readers to 
conduct scarcely less Btrange tban Unit 
attributed to Nero. On tho lust trip 
across tho Sound tho Wilson G. Hunt 
took on board, chiefly at Port Towns, 
end, and distributed nmonget tho 
various ports, three hundred tons of 
merchandise, five tons of which was 
from Victoria ! Vietoriu is the 
natural distributing point for Puuet 
Sound, British Columbia, Alaska, 
and, indeod, for the wholo of the North 
Pacific This must appear whcthor 
viewed in regard io its geographical 
position, its accessibility from sea, or its 
harbours, llow is this assertion to be 
reconciled with the fact just narrated 1 
If Victoria bo tho natural distributing 
point for surrounding peoples, how is it 
that nature does not assert her rights '! 
Simply because unwise legislative re- 
strictions and impediments have damuied 
up tho natural cbanrels and have driven 
commerce away. Coinmeroo is coy 
and sensitive and will not force itself 
npon any community. Whon wo bar- 
tered away froo port lor tariff wo may 
truly be said to have bartered away 
Victoria's birthright. Wo aro told that 
Esau onco upon a lime perpetrated a 
Bimilar folly, and though ho sought to 
redeem it, even with tears, he could 
not. The people of Victoria are in a 
more hopeful position. A united effort 
would undo tho mischief, provided that 
effort bo put forth in time. Yot, strange 
to say, tho people most interested in 
this maticr are guilty of conduct scarce- 
ly less inexplicable thau that attributed 
to the cruel Emperor. They ^eo the 
trado which ought, to flow through our 
own ohannels settling in othors, and 
yet no manly effort is made to advert 
tho fatal consequents True, sotno 
little ameliorative concessions were 
made a few months ago. True, a Draw- 
back Bill was passed be tho Legislature, 
and only awaits Imper al bboOUou. But 
what perceptible beneficial results hove 
flowed from tho abolition ot the certify 
cate system ? What would even tho 
above»mentioned bill do for us ? it 
would, we fear, reqoiro more than either 
or both to briDg back a trade so wanton- 
ly driven from our wharves. The Draw- 
backs bill might and doubtless would in 
Bome degree- palliate ; but it oould never 
cure. No half measures will do now. 
Nothing short of an absolute throwing 
open tho portals of the colony and a 
free invitation to all peoples and tongues, 
and nations will suffice to win back an 
offended trade. Much, very much de- 
pends upon the prestige of a free port. 
Even now oar merchants find that if 
they offer to Bell goods as cheap as 
they were beforo the tariff was imposed 
tho prejudice is so settled that the foreign 
customer wo'nt buy because hu cann oi 
get rid of tho idea ttiat he will ho paying 
duty. But not only are we deprived of 
the opportunity of selling to our foreign 
neighbors. Their supplies now po iti a new 
channel; they avoid Victoria as a pi iguu house 
The steamers which carry thonu supplies 
dare not touch hero without incurriog the 
peoalty of wiring and Benling evory package, 
until they bave.tiret gone over and lauded 
whatever freight and pnmenuers they may 
have lor Poget Sound. Thus not only are 
these goods and paieeogets prohibited Irum 
entering our waters and teaching at our 
wharves, but our own freight, passengers and 
mails ore compellvd to suhmit to a cruise of 
several days' duration in foreign wutiirs 
This wiring and sealing dodgo is of itself a 
deadly blow aimed at Victoria. Wo may be 
asked how Iree port woald meet thin dodge? 
In this way . With a free port here the peo- 
ple on the Sound would buy thj greater put 
of their supplies) irotn us, simply because they 
would Dnd it to be to their interest to do no. 
Thua we would riot only have that largo and 
increasing trade (lowing through our waters, 
but passing through our warehouses. The 
question for this community to decide is one 
Of greater scope than some may imagine. It 
ig whether Victoria shall ceaie to be the 
point of distribution for Poget Sound, lor 
Alaska, and lor the mainland part of our own 
Colony, and ruly mainly upon the stunted 
trade of a stunted Island, or whether she 
shall become, as nature obviously designed 
she should become, tho great store-house for 
the Norvh Paoific. as wed a-> the gate to a 
continent. Will our people awuke to the 
importance of tho impindiiii; crime; or will 
they, Nero-like, fiddle away precom mo- 
ments while 1 1 -o commercial destruction ol 
the place is beiD? irretrievably sealed ? 

"The Quartz Era> 

Undor the above caption tho Cariboo 
Sentinel of tho 7th it. s t. contained a 
leading article from which wo are glad 
to gather that public attention is being 
directed in a very practical waj towards 
tho development of the long dormant 
bnt undonbtod gold-bearing quarts-t^efs 
of tho Colony. Tho boliof in thooxist- 
enoo of such reels in British Columbia 
is not now ; nor tiro recent discoveries 
wanting to provo that thoy nro numer- 
ous and widely distributed. Of course 
thero aro to be found in every commu- 
nity doubting Thomases who are satis- 
fied with nothing short of results, who 
must boo and handle tho gold in order 
to ho convinced that it exists ; but if 
wo appoal to the general ruu of intelli-. 
gent persons little or oo doubt really 
exists respecting tho resources of this 
Colony both in gold and failver leads. 



The testimony of intelligent miners of 
long experience in California is Bingo- 
larly uniform npon this point. *Vo are 
constantly assured that the wholo con- 
formation of the Colony clearly justifies 
tho belief that in this respect it is equal 
to California, and actual specimens 
Irom timo to time submitted to tho on- 
erring tost, tho cruciblo, confirm the 
more theoretic faith. Tho expression 
of surprise that this faith should so 
long remain dead, being unaccompanied 
by works, has become storootypod. 
But, in truth, this is not the only 
strange experience of British Columbia. 
Surely the circumstanco of thoro being 
so few miners in tho oountry to-day is 
not lees strange than the fact that those 
few prefer to work alluvial mit-os, wbore 
small means and individual effort pro- 
miso less uncertain roturns. Long and 
anxiously have wo looked forward to the 
inauguration of tho "quartz era," feel- 
ing conscious that tho commencement 
of tho development of that branch ol 
mineral working would attraot two 
things pre-eminently necossary — popu- 
lation and c pital. It is, therefore, 
quito natural that ono should, undor 
thoso circumstances, watch with tho 
tho most anxious avidity for tho first 
"manifestation." Tho news that a 
company has been organized in Cariboo, 
for tho purpose of es ablishing a quartz 
mill, and that subscriptions aro boing 
received at a rate which places tho suo- 
coss of the enterprise) beyond reasonable 
doubt, is, therefore, most gratifying. It 
would, indeod, be strange if all classes 
were not willing to help forward a movo- 
inent upon which suuh groat and im- 
portant issuos depend. Our contem- 
porary well remarks that evory man in 
tho Colony ablo to do so, should con- 
tribute his quota towurds an object in 
which all aro interested. Like most 
things of tho kind it only requires a 
commencement to bo made. Let ono 
quartz mill bo established, and we shall 
have the Colony dotted with them.

Mr. J. Johnston, Kootenay Expressman, 
left Perry Greek on the 3d and Moojia River 
on the 4th fast., bringing a, m .ii aod expreea, 
and lurniahea us with the following items : 
On Perry Creek there were about 200 men 
at work, mukiog from wages upwards. Tbe 
HofJ claim contiuueo to yield largely ; the 
day colore Mr. Johnston left the result was 
$460, The Discovery claim, about 20 oz. 
per day; the Moutgomery about the sarae. 
Oa the lower part ol the creok the shaft 
going down by Tays aod Cameron hod 
reached u depth of filty feet without strike 
log bedrock, though not without encouraging 
Bigns, as on the lust daj's sinking an ounce 
of gold wos obtained, which is a good indi- 
cation of pay. A great many oompanies are 
anxiously wuiting to nee tins shaft on the 
bedrock as it will bo tho means of testing 
this part of the creek hitherto unworked.

parlance, so 1 hard-tip ' as to have been re- 
lused credit for a bag of floor a week or so 
ago, and we believe the very day beforo the 
discovery wore reminded by a tradebrnan 
that they were indebted to him a low sail- 
lings. Still they persovered, until on the 
da) uamed Deuson, in working round the 
roots of a tree, at about two inches below the 
surface, i-truclc something hard wi'h a pick, 
and exclaimed, 'D — n-it I wish it was a 
nugget, Mid bad broken the pick 1' Ou 
ttoopmg down to examine tho obstacle he 
found that the object of his dearest wished 
was lying at his leet, and it seemed as if the 
monster was so largo as to be immovable.
